THE FREDERICK VALEHTICH DISAPPEARANCE 


During the evening of Uctoher 21at, 1976, 2D year cld 

Australian pilot FrEderick Valentich, disappeared ever Bass 
Strait, ujhile flying from Melbourne's Moorabbin Airport^ to 
hing Island, off the coast of Victoria- His last communi^ 
cation occurred Bt 7-i2pm, during the largest UFD flaa in 
Australian history# Over five and a half years after that 
fatal Saturday evening, no trace has ever been found of 
either the pilot or his blue and mhite Cesana model 162 


aircraft# 

Frsderick Valentich uac not the only person uho re¬ 
ported a strange object over and near Baas Straii. that day 
and night- Researchers have found over 50 reportsd obser¬ 
vations in that area uhich occurred before, during and arter 
his Encounter- Most of this information ucuLd have never been 
found uithDut the diligenca cf resEarohers from the Victorian 
UFO Research Society, based at Hcorebtain, near the location 
From uhence the mysterious flight originated* 

At first this incident uas being treated as an ordinary 
lost aircraft- It mas difficult kEGcing details of the En¬ 
chanter hidden since several other pilots flying at the same 
time luers tuned to the same radio frEquency and heard the 
communications# The world first learned that a UFO was in¬ 
volved when one of those pilots tipped-off the press# Un 
Monday morning, Octeher 23rP, whan the newspapErs came out all 
□ver Australia, and the world for that matter (although ovsr- 
SEBS headlines were not as pronaunced) front page headlines 
led the news of the day- Uur telephones were ringing con¬ 
stantly far the following three days- Switchboards were also 
being flooded with calls at radio stations, television 
stations and the press. 













































THE BASS STRAIT FLAP 


The Bass Strait flap had been bullnSing up far aver six uecks 
prior to the pilot's rilsappearanCEp The UFB flap reached a 
peak that very uieEksnd of October 21st p More daytime sight- 
inos uers reported than in any flap period that me have ever 
investigated^ Many pf these reports have been published in 
the ULIFDRS pubiioation AUSTRAL I AfJ UFO BULLETIN, the FiUfD?-! 

UFD JOURNAL, the iNTERhJAT IDNAL REPDRTEf^ and other publi¬ 
cations throughout the uorld- 

It is a confirmed fact that many UFOs mere resorted in 
the vicinity of hing Island and the area around Bass Strait 
on that day and night- Tujq months prior to this fateful 
event, ye yere receiving increasing telephone calls from 
individuals reporting strange lights in the sky. About this 
time UFO reports yere being passed-on to the police and the 
hlNG ISLAND NEUS. Lie mere net aware of the reports occurring 
□o this island until they were forwarded to us after news of 
the pilot^s disappearance became knoyn- 

On that same day and night aomethino strange was taking 
place in the Meibourne end Wictcrisn skies as well as over 
Bass Strait* That is the insscapable conclusion from 
startling files of evidence comoiled by investigators in the 
vicinity- Documented intervieus yith people from unrelated 
locations up to 150 miles apart told similar stories of round 
□hjects, star-fish shaped objects and silver cioarshaaed 
UFOs moving slowly in the sky apparently with no visible 
means of propulsion, no yinga and no sound*

Ldhile military and civilian aircraft searched the area aver 
Bass Strait, ifUfORS investigators concentrated their efforts 
uith interviews of ijitnesaes who had reported objects they 
had seen flying that same day and night- Investigati□ns are 
still continuing, even nau- Borne examples of reports follow: 
([\lames are on file with yUFDRS), 

Currie, hino Island^ 2*DDpm* The sky was clear, except one 
large cloud directly nverhead* But of this cloud ca:ne an 
object similar to a huge golf hall about a querter-si^e of 
the moon- The object was white or silver in colour- lb moved 
slowly to the west toward the sea. The UFB stopped at an 
angle of 70 degrees above the hnrizon, then started moving 
back in the direction from whence it had come- At that time 
there was no wind* The clcud renmined stationary- The UFG 
was the only abject seen to be moving in the sky- rjo balloons 
are released at King Island at weekends* 

Beginning less than one hour after the King Island UFO 
was seen, twin cigar shaped objects were reported to be 
moving from west to east over i/icfcoria near Base Strait, They 
were last seen about 4,3Dpm, when suddenly they changed colour 
from silver to white, made a sweeping curve to the north end 
sped away- The movement of these objects was traced by 
interviewing witnesses scattered along a flight path until the 
objects sped away. The ahservers nearest to the UFOs were 
almost directly under the objects* They described them as deing 
about three-quarters of the size of a SnEIBG 747 aircraft, 
joined together with two silver beams* They were last seen 
over the ranges near Cape Dtway* 

UNUSUAL PHUTDGRAPH MADE BY RQY MAIMIFOLP 

At fi.ABpm, just 21 minutes before l/alentich radioed Melbourne 
Flight Service that he was encountering an unknown aircraft, 

Roy Manifold, of Melbourne, phatograph on 35mm film, an object 
hurtling in a blur of speed and mist out of the water near 
Cape Otway lighthouse- All modes of computer analysis were 
used to gain data, including edge enhancement, colour con¬ 
touring, digitising and filtaring. The analysis was rjiade by 
BSU and critique issued by Uilliam H- Gpauldiog, BGU Director- 
The photographs were also examined by ether specialists* 






^Publicatinn af the phQtdgraDhs brought ^^PrdfESsars nf Im¬ 
possibility" out uf their arm chairs for anuthur debunking attempt! 
They decreed that the photographs showed " a cloud nr a puff of 
smake^'* WLIFPRS aouisors quickly axpluded this hasty announcement* 
The abject appeara only in two of the six pictures, taken while 
the camera was in automatic sequencirig- The time interval between 
Each Dhatagraoh is canfirmed by the setting sun's position. In the 
iesi picture the so-called cloud is already nine degrees into the 
shot. This means it would have been mcving at over milea per 

hour* It is not possible for a cloud or puff of smoke to move at 
this aaeed on a calm day.

dommunicat ions between Ualentich and Melbourne Flight Service 
were recorded fram 7*D6 to 7-12 pm, before an unexplained sound 
abruptly terminated the communications- During that time, 2D 
beoDls locatac in different areas arcuno Bass Strait, Phserved a 
green light in the same direction and at the same time the pilot 
was reporting the approach ano description pf an object with a 
green 1ight - 

In addition, other reports have dean forthcoming. In the 
southern suburb of Frankston, a mother and four teenagers reported 
what appeared to resemble a sky rocket, although the object was 
stationary. The colour acpeared to be a mixture of red, pink and 
white- 

The witnesses estimated the object to de a quarter-si^e of 
the moon- The mother said that at the time of sighting she did not 
realise it was a UFD, until later when she learned that ether 
people had seen the same object- At the same time, a hank manager 
anC his wifa, while driving on the highway west of Melbourne, 

□bserved a star-fish shaped object out ever the Strait* They 
noticed green flickering lights at the ends- The couple are of the 
oolnion that it was the same object that l/alentich was reporting 
befors the strange sound jammed his radio tranamisaion- 

Annther sighting was reported from nrmaod, a suburb in south¬ 
ern FiGlbourne, occurring at 7*l5pm, when lights were noted in a 
cigar-shaped arrangement* The lights were described as looking 
like "silver rain" as they appeared to fall or slss wsrs turned 
off from too to hottom. 

Two lads ware out in the atreat communicating with their 
walkie-talkies when they saw a star-shaped, abject appear at a 
law altituds over their heads* It was moving slightly faster 
than an aircraft as if on an approach run to the airport. During 
the observatiari, bath witnesses recall a sound like a law pulsa¬ 
ting hum was associated with the odject- Each of the walkie- 
talkies, first became jammed with static then cummunicati□n was 
lost altogether, even though the lads were cnly a short distance 
apart. Communication was restored when the UFO flaw away. Their 
dEscriotiDn was of an chject with bright white lights Disced 
intermittently at each tio of a star-fish shaped object and at 
various ooints along the arcs to the tips- 

There were many other almilar reports of flying objects 
throughout southern 'Jictoria during that same bay and! night and 
continued for several days following this strange encounter. 

These reports were being referred to l/UFDBD from various sources. 






THE STAR-FISH SHAPED OBJECT flETURr\fS 


An outstanding sighting luss raportEd an Monday evening, Uotabar 
23rd^ 1976, only days later* It occurred at 9-UDpm at tuo 

families ujete preparing to leave the haach. They sew a ciqor- 
shapad light speeding Inw aver Port Philip Bay, from the dirEction 
□ f Bass Strait. Uhen it reached a position about halfujay across 
the Bay, betujeen the oPsErvers on the Frankston beach and jJlll- 
iamstown on the opposite shore, the UFO flashed a drilliant white 
ray of light. Folloujing this event a smaller red light was noted 
to have detached itself from the larger object* As the large UFO 
sped away to the north, the smaller red one flew at a much slower 
speed towards the deach where the ohservers were standing* As the 
smaller object approached the beach, the nine pecple ohsErvEd 
that the ohjECt was shaped like a star-fish with red lights at 
each tip. They could also hear a low humming sound as it flew 
nearby, Idhen the red-lighted LJFD was a mile or so past the 
□roup, it stopped in mid-air for a few minutes* It then acc¬ 
elerated away at a much faster speed in the direction of Bass 
Strait where the larger white lighted object had first appeared. 

THE liJHITE ACRES PHVSlLiAL TRACE CASE 


The Frederick Walentich encounter has done more to change the 
attitude of Australian officials than any other.single event* 

After this apparent accelerated thaw within the ranks of official¬ 
dom, we later found an opoortunity to respond with an excellent 
physical trace case report* The incident occurred on the Uhite 
Acres Farm at Kilmany, near Rosedale, Victoria* An official was 
informed of our findings and the preliminary report was submitted 
tc the RAAF. An indication that a strong gravitational force was 
associated with the appearance and operation of this UFC may give 
us a clue to the strange metallic sound heard at the time of the 
Valentich encounter. It is theorised that it could have been the 
sound of the Cessna model 1B2 breaking up, because of unusual 
stresses applied to the aircraft's structure* 

The Uhite Acres encounter took place between I-UD-i*50am on 
September 3Qth, 1900. The witness was awakened by the noise of 
his horse galloping around the oaddock and a commotion among his 
cattle* Uhen he went outside to investigate, he saw what he thought 
was an aircraft about to crash* But to his surprise, the object 
levelled off and flew within 5Q0 past his huuss tu a 10,ODD 
gallon water tank three-fourths of e mile from his house. He 
watched the object hover over the tank and then settle to thE 
□round 100 feet from the tank* He then considered Lhe □ossihiiity 
that a helicopter might de making an attempt to rustle a cow. He 
i, umped on his motor-cycle and sped to the scene* 

LiJhen within about 50 yards of the object, he could see it 
was no known aircraft. From the light of the full moon he could 
tell that the craft was bell-shaped* The main body was orange 
in calour with a white dome on top. As the UFQ gave off a blast 
of heat and began to rise slowly in the air, he noted that a 
large circular rim was under the bottom similar to a large tube. 
This rim receded in width as the craft ascended, small stones 
were failing from belisw the craft. The witness was left shaken 
by the experience, with headachBS and sleeping difficulties. The 
latter persisted for several weeks. The lD,rjLiU gallon concrete 
water tank was kept full, as an emergency measure, In case the 
regular water supply failed, Jhen Examined, he found the tank 
was left nearly empty with only one foot of water at the pattom.

Algae , which was normally on the bottom was found pulled to the 
sides around the top of the tank. Three vertical cracks were 
found that had been caused by stress on the tank. Rocks which had 
been thrown up against the tank to get them out of the uray of 
mowers had been pulled by the force in a path from the tank to 
the 3nft circle left cn the ground Ufhere the object had landed. 
Smaller rocks that had been seen falling from the object^ as it 
flew away, were found on the ground directly helcw the abject's 
flight path. 

i^ANSriELD, UHjn HuLlCDPTFR CASE 

Another major case that could assist us in finding clues to the 
cause of the delentich disapp e arance is the famous helicopter 
encounter with a UFQ ouer Mansfield, Dhio, USA- That startling 
incident took place fiye years prior to the Bass Strait mystery. 
Larry Coyne and his crew were flying g US army helicopter when an 
object hovered overhEOd. , At the time the helicopter was flying 
at about feat. The UFD, a silver metallic.-like cigar-shaped 

object with a green light, pulled the helicopter to about 3600 
feet without movement of the controls. There was also a losa of 
communications during this encounter, as wall as the manoeuvera* 
dllity of the UFD as cescriheo by Valentich five years later. 

Larry Loyns and his crew returned to tell their story - Frederick 
Ualentich did noti 

tirj'iJLiirvlMLNT CU-GPEIIATIUN TKPilUULu 

Three and a half years after this ca.nozing incident, the Aust¬ 
ralian Department of Transoort CDoT) released its final report 
concerning the l/alentich encounter. The bottom line readi “Cause 
of the dicappearence is unlwiowii.’' 

Since thst time, there have been several meetings between 
various officials and ufologists in Australia. Discussions during 
these meetings converned various cases where vsteran investigators 
have been involved over the years. The current situation has 
improved whereby seme reports have been declassified ^nd madle 
available for fLjrther studies. HoweuEr, certain unclassified

cases uhers ujs were personally inva iued in the invest igations. Je 
arE grateful for this better co-cperat1 on and uill not argoG the 
case, although the Freedom of Information Policy is nou in effect 
in Australia- After all, -aje also have coofidantial reports not 
available for publication and uje bjilL not bstray that confipence- 
LfnfortunatelVf the person most responsible fur this better co-cper- 
ation^is not available to receive credit- He is Frederick Ualentich 
mho disappeared over Bass Strait, during an encounter tuith an 
unidentified flying object- 

CDl^CLUSlCPjS 

I have tried to summarise severaL Australian cases sphere □eopj.e 
have experienced the same type of effects, observations and/or re¬ 
actions from encounters uith UFDs as reported by thousands of people 
around the uorld. The Frederick Walentich encounter provides an 
excellent case for study. It is an incident that can be compared Ljith 
several other encounters uhere objects have revealed similar charac¬ 
teristics such as, magnetic effects, ignition failure as uell as 
communication failures Etc, There is no doubt in my mind that the 
disappearance of V/alentlch and his Cessna uas caused by a UFQ- 1 do 
not knoiiji mhether he tjsnt up, dovjn or uas disintegrated- My first 
guess is that the elEctro-magnetic effect stallao his engine, (since 
he did report that the engine uas rough-idling or "coughing") and 
he finally crashed into the vjater- There is also the possibility 
that the mystery sound which ended the transmission between Melbourne 
Flight Service snd the pilot was the scund of his aircraft in the 
early stages of dislntegratinn* Another possibility is that his 
radio frequency may have been jammed deliberately dy persons cr 
entities* 

However, at this stage of the CDUNTDOUN TO iTEALITV, I think 
that a fairly accurate prediction can be made. That is, sooner or 
later, your house lights will go out, or ycur television mill □□ an 
the blink or your car or aircraft ignition system will malfunction 
during the presence cf a UFQ- You will be told, by the "Prnfessers 
of Impossibility" that the object was a ballon, star or a flock of 
ducks* You will be told by the same "profESSorB" that the electro¬ 
magnetic effect is a coincidence- But don't you believe ili The 
electro“magnetic effect of the UFU is no more uf a coincidence than 
sound is coincidental to our orimitive rocksts as they roar cuer- 
head. And that also applies to the space shuttle-

AH is a farmer uartime navigator, flying P’losguitas- He is nau 
aged G7 and retired. At the time ha had awakened in his home 
at Hinnkley and decided to go to the bathroom when he observed 
four lights on the ground over Burbage Common, They looked to 
he dazzling through the French uindaiiis. 

The lights were blue/white and intense enough to throw 
into relief a line of trees at the edge of the woods to the 
north east- Rising upwards end clearing the tops of the trees 
a fifth light was visible, greenish/veilDw and the apparent 
size of a toy balloon held at arm's length! It rose and sank 
moving along the line of ground lights. At its highest point 
it intensified and rG^lEated onto the wall of the room in which 
AG stood. Finally, as it reached the end ground light every¬ 
thing suddenly went dork. 

As all of this was happening a whitish/yellow glow was 
visible shining thrnunh the cloud base (at 30GQft) and moving 
at 3 slow, steady speed from south-east to north-west, 

A0 at first assumed the ground lights to he in a quarry 
that is in that line of sight but when his eyes detected fore¬ 
ground and background! detail (thanks to the light emitted) it 
became obvious they were closer* He estimates that they were 
about 3aft apart in an evenly soaced line and clear sapohlre 
blue. The greenish light he calls a "Christmas bauble" and 
was like a searchlight without a beam. At its brightest his 
own shadow was cast onto the wall by the light, even though he 
estimates the latter to have been about 1,5km away. 

The ground lights were visible for about three minutes- 
After they had vanished the sky glow (which was not unlike the 
moon shining through cloud) moved from above the woods and 
vanished in □ direction towarijs Leicester, LUhen it had alsc 
gone A3 looked at the kitchen clock and saw the time was 02,05, 

iTq sound was heard at any time. There are no roads in the 

area but the Hinckley/Leicester railway lina is in this direc¬ 
tion not far from where A3 Estimates the lights to have been. 

The witness was first interviewed on the day of the

In September/Dotober/NovembEr, 1983 there was a wave of LJFQ 
sightings in and around East Anglia, Cften these involvEd 
objects seen to emerge from or gc into the sea* There ues a 
very large multi-witness event in Cctoher which was seen by 
UFD investigators Dot Street and Brenda Sutler as they stood 
outside Col* Charles Halt^s house on the UBAF base at Bent- 
uiaters, Suffolk I 

One of the most interesting reports stems from i+7 year 
old Mr T- a Managing Director, who was alone sailing his yacht 
towards Harwich having headed out of Felixstowe, Suffolk, Felix¬ 
stowe was at the centre of the sea-borne encounters and it was 
around this paint (some five miles south of Rendlesham Forest) 
that the object which passed over Sentwaters was first spotted, 

On the night of September 25tb there was □ clear sky 
after rain and a slight breeze, Mr T* has just looked up at the 
top of the mast at the wind indicator and saw what he took to be 
an aircraft heading east/west, albeit at an unusually low height- 

He then realised that the brilliant white lights were 
steady and not flashing and they shone so brightly that they 
threw a strange square shape into focus* There was also nn 
sound, 



The object moved slowly and 'went out of sight, heading 
towards land* The possibility of this being some sort of exer¬ 
cise by the military was considered but no evidence for this 
was forthcoming. 

It remains unexplained. 

CASE 63-02S , investigated by BOH EASTON, compares inter¬

But the coastguard 
checked this out and found in invalid- RAF Bentujaters insisted 
they had no exercisas an that night* 

Hystsrious green fireballs of this kind have been common 
arGund the coast (mhich has several nuclear pouer stations, 
including Sizeuell)* One nf the most famous occurred in February, 
1975 and uas investigated for 3LIFDRA by Peter Johnson, In this 
caae the object came onto the beach and hovered before going 
back to sea- It emitted a pungent odour like acid drops and pet¬ 
rified a large alsation dog, uhich fled the coast in terror* This 
took place right beside the nuclear reactor* 

There uere several other sightings in Dotoher/Novemher, 1963 
also around Sizetiell- Some may have been meteors of course- But 
the phenomena is very reminiscent of the green firEhalls seen 
near Los Alamos, l\leLj Mexico three decades ago uhich meteor 
expert Dr- Lincoln La Paz, investigating for the government, could

Certainly the most c□mpl^5x sighting tc occur during the mini^ 
uavE in Eastern England during the lattar quarter of 1983 yas

The principal mitnesses are the Ashton family: Francis, 
aged 33, a dairy herd manager, his uife Carol and their children

He suggests a number of possible 
causes for the problems Cone of uhich 
is reflected signals from overflying 
aircraft, either conventional or un¬ 
co n ven t i onal ) - In truth there is 
no Lijay of assessing the real nature of the alleged disturbance- 
The case remains open but potentially Explicable-

HauevEF, impressed as I Lies by the thinking and by the fact 
that he had actually carried out research in crder to try to 
justify it, I am not entirely sold on his hypothesis as yet- I

that the DZ Factor is very subjectivo and feu CE3-CF4-CE5 invest¬ 
igations (especially those in South America - uhich form a bulk 
of his non-amnesia cases, or those follnued up before the last 
feu years) have simply not bean reBsarched aufficiently mell for 
this vital clue to be detected. A uiitness rarely ventures sub¬ 
jective information uithout prompting (uhioh is not the same sa 
leading of coursei) He is auare of the controversial nature of 
uhat he has experienced and yill refrain from adding any detail 
that to him might seem like calling into doubt the absolute 
reality of his encqenter* He knous it happened* But if he speaks 
of a "dream-like" feeling or "time suspension" he may uell fear 
that you uiill consider that he either dreamt or hallucinated it. 

1 am quite satisfied that the UZ Factor is far more common¬ 
place uithin the cIose encounter experience than ue appreciate* 

Time and again I have seen ordinary CEl/CES cases feature such 
things. There are quite a few DE3 cases that include it tco. Be¬ 
cause in such events the uitness dues not remember/or realise that 
there was a time-lapse then nobody conducts regression hypnosia- 
Hoiis many of these cases uould become DE5s in this may? 

TNTEREL^T IHG DATA 

Harry Harris has co-ordinated a team of half-a-dozen rassarcherB 
(including myself) mho have worked on soma dozen cases of all 
kinds since 198Q. Unofficially ms call ourselves TI^UTH (T^owords 
Revealing JJFG Teatament Hypnotically) and wo have employed 
eminent and sceptical psychiatrista in our work* The full dots 
on this work, when it is collated, will prove interesting I 
believe. But we use as a major clue the detection of the GZ Factor, 
and have carried out hypnosis even when this is the only hint of 
a potential abduction, A deeper experience has not emerged in 
every case- But it has done aufficiently often to be of signifi¬ 
cance. In at least one instance the memory was only of a uEA 
and not a CE5- It was to all intents and purposes an "aborted 
abduction" (something Lawson has insisted must be found if his 
theory is to be proven invalid)* Presumably on the birth trauma 
hypothesis no "aborted" baby would now be living in order to

As for Lawson's hypothesis 1 am highly doubtful- I am'impressed 
by his research and admire his technique and application of 
scientific exoerimentation into a field where so little has been 
done* Una thing that stands out as far as I am occncerned. He 
arnues that there are birth trauma implications partly (if not 
largely) because of the similarity between the alleged UFU 
entities (small, three ft crsatures with large heads) and^the 
human foetus* Vet in none of the British TVPL C cases which 
TRUTH has studied, and In none of them otherwise cited (the Aueley 
abduction, the Janos people case, the Sunderland family encounters 
etc) have any aliens fitted the American prototype upon which 
Lawson has based his theory! 

Now I substantial doubts that the birth trauma works for 
American cases and not for British ones* 1 also doubt that British 
foetuses do not look like American ones- The real reason for the 
difference is, 1 suspect, more cultural. The form aliens take in 
hyonotic memory is largely a product of the cultural norm afforded 
to an alien by society. In America that ^ the foetus«type being. 
In Britain it is not. This norm is probably mdulded by previous 
media stories- So (in a way like the theory of "Morphic ResonancE" 
propdSEd by scientist Dr. Rupert Sheldrake) the form of alien in 
Britain has been constantly emnhasised and re-emphasiaed by the 
fact that the British medio concentrate on British UFA/CES cases 
thus creatirig an imagine in pea ole’s minds-

that question!. Indeed when I raised it at a conference in the USA 
last yEor I received looks of disbelief* "Ldhat - your British 
abductions don^t involve 3ft. tail creatures with big heads?"

Even if there is such a things as a UPC ohenDjnenon per se, 
something that is not reducible to or axnlainable as anything 
else, it is nevertheless hEdgad around by other phenomena: and if 
the ufologist is to determina ujhat is and uhat is not a DFD, he 
must Fstti i 1 i a r i se himself ojith ujhat is haocenino on eithEr side 
of the frontisrs of ufology- Bametimes the adjacent regions are 
familiar Enough; but others are still largely unexplored, and may 
contain some suroriaes for the ufologist ijho thinks he knows uhat 
is relevant to his research. 

THE DPGLGGV/Ml TEEf^CLdLiV FHOf'fTIER 

Every ufologist is aware of the more obviuusly UFD-likE natural 
phenomena, from lenticular clouds to the olanet t'enus* Hut nature 
contains more surprises than Even the editor of iJATURE knows of" 
as Lditness the many volumes of 3ill Corlisses SDL'HGEBDGK PRGGECT, 
which demonstrates just how many more things there are in heaven 
and earth than are dreamt of in our ufology. His volume on 
^luminous phenomena' should he required reading for the ufologist, 
with its dazzling array of anomalous clchtlngu ranging from 
'luminDus aerial hubhlss^ to 'radar- cLimulritoE: phusphorescant 
displays-^ His section on 'nocturnal ligfits' contains a rich 
choice of alternative explsnatinns for lighta-in-the-sky- 

Pigeon-holing a reported DFO as a 'prchable natural pheno¬ 
menon' is, of course, not at all the same thing as saying pre- 
cisaly what it is- Many of Corliss' anomalies are far from being 
well understood- Ball lightning, for instance, is often ornoosed 
as an explanation for DFD sightings, yet, despite extensive 
research, it remainG very imperfectly defined- liefore we con 
confidently say of a specific UFD-sighting that it is ball 
lightning, we need to know what we are saying- Hnw large con 
ball lightning be? Uhat is its maximum life-span? Hoiw stable is 
it? UJhat limits are there to its capacity for movement? Ulhat 
altitude can it reach? Can it really penetrate matter without 
causing damage? 

At present, any identification of a UFO with ball lightning 
can only be tentative: it really amounts to little mure thaJi 
saying that we believe that particular UFO to be of natural 
origin, and in all probability meteorolDglcal- Even that may be 
pushing it too far- Jhat, for instance, is the relationsliiu - 
if any - between hall lightning and ur tl i q auk F' lights? 

Dstensihly, the former is an atmospheric phenomenon- that 













seems clear enough, since it sn often occurs in connection uith 
thunderstorms: earthquake lights, on the ether hand, as their 
name indicates, imply a geologioal origiop But this distinction 
may he more important than real, Ue must be ready to entertain 
the possibility that both types of even - a certain meteorological 
condition on the one hand, a certain geophysical conditinn on 
the other - are capable of generating the same^kind of plasma¬ 
like phenomena created in the process of certain advanced eng¬ 
ineering operations- In a recent issue of PURSUIT Uol-17 no,2, 
Harry Lehelson urites of the alarming tendency for hall Iight- 
ninq' to be accidentally generated in the course of particle 
beam ueaponry research. Again lug have to ask, are lue really 
talking about the same phenomenon? 

Many of nature^S strangest happenings are rare and elusive- 
But the ufologist should still be aiuare of them, for after ail, 
so are UFQsl

ufologist in his most basic activity, field investigation; witness 
evaluation is imoossible without soms auareness of what the human 
mind is capable* 

These days, feu of us are likely to take a UFO report at 
its face value^ no matter hou straightforward it appears to be* 

He would regard some inquiry into the character of the witness as 
an essential part of preparing a report* And yet this is a uery 
recent dEuelopment^ it is a sobering thought that the vast mess 
of UFD reports which farm the data base of our research ware 
gathered by investigators whn made no attempt to assess the 
dependability nf the person making the report * indeed^ who would 
have thought this to be something quite autside their area of 
responsibility, even an impertinencei As recently as 1977, a 
senior SUFDRA investigator was solemnly racording the amazing 
claims of self-styled witnesses in the ’Jest LiJalas flap, without 
raising even one critical eyebrow, let alone considering what 
□sych 0 1Qgi 0 a1 factors might have been involved* 

Fortunataly that kind of naive approach is virtually a 
thing of the past, at any rate so far as responsible investi¬ 
gative organisations are concerned* The valuable work being 
donehy hen Phillips in England and Alex Keul of Austria, estab¬ 
lishing a scientific approach to witness evalustiun, is fort¬ 
unately more characteristic of UFO investigation in the i98Ds* 

But there is still a need for ufologists to be aware of the proh- 
lems involved, even in such relatively straightforward matters 
such as the dependability of eyewitness testimony: Richard Haines' 
UBjEPVlP UFOs orovides an excellent introduction to the pitfalls 
WE may encounter- 

But ^what the witness saw' is only the first and the most 
accessible aspect cf the problem* There is a need tco, to ask 
’'why'', for if there is a why, if a witness is emctlonally pre¬ 
disposed to see one thing rather than another, this is liable to 
distort his account* (Equally of course, this would apply to the 
investigator if he/she was motivated by anything less than an 
inspired pursuit of the Truth for its own sakel) Here, on the 
frontiers of psychology and scciology, is a tangled undergrowth 
of private preoccupations and cultural conditioners with which 
the ufologist must become familiar* 

THE UFOLDGV/BOCIULaGV FRONTIER 

There is no better illustrations of personal and social forces 
at work in a UFQ situation than that landmark study, UJHEN PROPHECY 
FAlLE, which describes how a group of social scientists infil- 
troted an American UFD cult and obtained first-hand understanding 
cf the motivating factors predisposing a certain category of UFU 
'witnesses'* The catious ufologist must learn to be on his guard 
against such biasses which may not always be manifest* 

jJhether we like it not, the UFU - at any rate in its 

'extralerrestrial visitor' guise - has become a symbol for our 
age, carrying a load of emotional meaning for people who are 
bored or frustrated by their terrestrial existence. People con- 
diticneri by exposure to extreiTse UFQ beliefs will net, to put it 
ir.'ilulv, make rulinhEo witnesses! And yet haw many cases in 
Kicyhoe or Aime Michel, even in NICAP's THE UFU EVIDENCE or the 
Flguet and Ruchon DUUdlER DUMPLET may have been submitted by 
[jeople with such undetected motivations? 

The way in which people respond to UFO sightings is of 
cuursE a measure of prevailing tjiijclal attitudes, so these again 







are somEthinn uith uhich the ufolagist must acquaint himsalf. 

As iijE are all only too auare^ aaciety’s attitude taujarda ^the 
unexplained' ia amdiuElent: the general public ranges frcm in- 
diffarence tn a Btarry-eyed fascinatinn, the scientific estab¬ 
lishment uiDuld prefer net to get invalwed fcr fear of making a 
fool at itself In uncharted fields uhen there are safer paths 
to tread^ uhile the merfia^ though cftan sympathetic, are under¬ 
standably greedy for 'goad stories-' An excellent cpmpilatiDn 
from Keele Uniyersity THE MARGINS OF SCIENCE looks at ufology 
and other fields of anomaly research from a socinlogical viau- 
point- 

THE UFDLOGV/RELIGIOUS SELIlFS FRDNTIER 

Social responses to UFOs are frequently coloured dy religious 
belief: there is still, for example, a substantial and highly 
wocal school of thought uhich holds that UFOs are sent by Uaton, 
their 3U year mission to boldly prepare the ujay for Antichrist, 
and Armageddon, Vst another set of complicating factors to 
badevil uhat might otherujise have been a nice ctraightforuard 
inuEstigationJ ThEue is no need fpr the ufologist to become an 
exoart in theclogy and demonology, but he shculd at least be 
aujare of the basic heliafs of those txjho look at UFUs through 
quite different eyes than he does, Cynthia Hind has told us 
hom radically different are the responses of tribal communi¬ 
ties in Africa: but uie do not have to go so far afield* Fund a™ 
mentaliat Christians, even in the mast highly sophisticated 
nations of the uorld, eappuss beliefs hardly less □rimitive 
than BEvaga tribesoersons in the dESErta of the Uudan or the 
Australian outback, 

Religious beliefs are of course inherent in a class of 
phenomena uihich a good many ufologists uould be act to dismiss 
as irrelevant to their research: namely visions- Gut, as 1 have 
tried to shou in my book UI3IGNB, APPARATIDNS,ALIEN WlblTGRS, 
there is no clear-cut line to distinguish one kind of sighting 
from another* It may be that the same mental nroceas is 
involved uhen a teenage Catholic peasant girl claims to see 
the Virgin Mary, as mhen a uorried American houseuife claims to 
see an extraterrestriai alien* Even if he doesn't go along ujith 
this hypothesis, the ufologist must be auare of similarities 
betLLieeri some kinds of EJFD report and parallel events in seem¬ 
ingly unrelated flElda- 

An obvious example is the Fatima sighting, in Portugal in 
1317,, uhen several peasant children claimed to have seen the 
Virgin Nary cn several occasions, and uhen a great many psopls 
claimed to see come remarkahls aerial phenemena. It has been 
suggested that this uas in fact a ufological event; uhEther or 
not this is so, it is clearly very like many UPP events. It has 
been sheun statistically that there is a correlation between UFQ 
sightings and religious visions; these are Facts the open-minded 
ufologist has no right to ignore- 

THE UFDLOGV/PARAPSVCHnLUGV FRGNTlEi; 

Many ufologists are reluctant to get involved uith psychic 
matters, relating them vaguely to the occult and all kinds of 
ujeird ooings-an uhich clearly have no connection uith a hard 
scientific study such as ufology- Alas, such an attituda sterns 
from ignorance* Serious psychical research today is a very 
feEt-cn-the-ground affair, as more and mare links are Forged 
betueen the physical and the psychical- 

For example, much interest is currently being shoun in 






people uhp are 'electric sensitiue' - such as those in uhpse 
presence^television sets spontaneously switch channelstreet- 
lamps blink off, computers malfunction- These effects are real 
humever inexplicable: ccnsepuentIy, real energy is being ' ' 

depleyed, a XP.^l force is involved- Tijjn years ago, the PRQBl 
/ nvestigsticn team in Bristol ancountered just such phenomena, 
in a case which involved both LfFDs and poltergeists, clearly 
associated- .Je ere a long utay from understanding why a person 
Luho displays psychic ability should also be extra-liable to 
have UFD sightings; but once again, there is a correlation uhich 
It would not be scientific to ignore* A knowledge of poltergeist 
phenomean, as embodied in a hook like Gauld and Cornell's 
POLTERGEISTS raises mnay questions which are relevant to UFQ 
investigation* 

THE UFQLDGY/f^VTHULQGV FRCf^jTIER 

So, too, does a study of mythology and folklore- The series of 
hooks by U.R* Drake, GODS AfvID SPACEMEN IPJ HISTCRY and so on, 
shows how many reports, strikingly similar tc present-day UFD 
reports are to he found in old chronicles; while Uailee's cen¬ 
tra uersial PASSPORT TO FiAGDIMIA seeks to draw conclusions from 
such material- Bertrand f^eheust's brilliant study, SCIENCE 
FICTION ET SOU COUPES 1/0 LA PJ TEG, opens up another disturbing 
dimension, by showing how closely related today^s UFO stories 
ara to old sci-fi tales - to a degree which defies coincidence, 
yet cannot be explained in any cause-and-effect way. 

Perhaps even more disturbing, though, is how closely rs- 
latGd UFO happenings are to present-day political fact- The 
fascinating account of THE PERFECT COUER-UP in Yorkshire UFO 
Society's journal QUEST (issues of September-December, 19SA) is a 
warning to the ufologist of what covert government practices may 
be clouding the UFO sky - though perhaps after CLEAR INTENT and 
SKVCRASH not many of us need such a warningj For obvious reasons, 
it isn't easy for the ufologist to acquaint himself with what the 
powers-that-be are up to; it is only tno easy, too, to be swept 
into a paranois of suspicion- But books like Peter Laurie's 
superb investigation BENEATH THE CITY STREETS and Donald Bain's 
disturbing THE CONTROL OF CANDY CONES are salutary reminders of 
what we are having done to us by those whom we have appointed 
to run aur warld- 

Much of this, you may feel, has little or nothing to do 
with ufology- Of course you are right; but that is precisely 
the point* If ufology is to progress, it must he isolated from 
irrelevant matters; but we shall not establish what is irrele¬ 
vant simply by ignoring whatever seems, at first glance, to he 
so* The frontiers of ofolooy are not clearly marked; estab¬ 
lishing what lies within them, and what without, calls for wide- 
ronging study and an cpen mind- It is vital that the ufologist 
he willing to explore the frontiErs of his subject if only be¬ 
cause - to conclude by quoting another poet, Robert Frost this 
time - ’good fences make good neighbours-'

Planes are easily confused since, when people see any¬ 
thing strange in the sky, one of the first things that they 
dc is to strain their ears for npise coming from the object- 
ujhen there is none they automatically ass urns that it mas not 
a plane* This is wrong since there might be a wind blciijlng 
in the opposite direction making it virtually impossible to 
hear anything- The second reason concerns the coloured 
lights cn the plane. These are white, green and red* Since, 
in most sightings, these three colours are noticed it is 
likely that some of these objects are in fact planes* 

MetE□rs can be mistaken since they make a beautiful 
spectacle different coloured lights* 

Satellites can resemble the movement of stars because,, 
when you look st the former, you notice that they move faster 
than the latter- If you do not know what you are locking at 
confusion can arise* 

Fireballs are very similar to meteors and with their 
vapour trails can also be confused with aeroplanes* 

Planets have often been the explanation behind a sighting, 
with yenus the culprit in many reports. 

The confusing element with the stars lies in the illusion 
they create of emitting flashing colours. 

G all lightning is often found floating in the sky and on 
the ground and can easily be mistaken for something else-

publications# The first report hapoened in August, 1555#

A year hi as clapcEd since 1 last spake ta i-uropean calleagues 
cancErnlng the UrG AnaninGsis as a legitirnats 'taal' of non¬ 
physical ini/ssLigations of IJFG uitnesses- Since cur last meetmng, 
the Anamesis has prcduced soma wary relevant data in terms of the 
human aspact of the UFQ E?<perlEnce - an aspect that has oeen 
scandalously neglected over the past AD years cf LiFG research. 

The message that is beginning te emergE is one of very 
poLdErful Gocial and pErsonel dynamics uhich forms a "shell’^ cf 
"ijhite noisearound a kernel cf uhetevar censtitutSB the ^hard' 
urp phenmnenon (putative physical effects). Such dynamics gener¬ 
ate ccgnitivG and pcrcEptive discrepancies as to render the 
^'physical dcLs'' veluEless, In feet, it has been dsmenstrated 
quite cunvlncingiy at Zistelheim, London and LJarrlngtsn that per¬ 
ception errors could bo as high as IDU per centi Yet this is the 
sort of data that has been input tn verinuc archives all around 
the Ljorld as accurate EstimationsJ The proposed model of the 
characteristics forming the "uhite nsise" is shoun in the diagram* 



From an entirEly practical point of view, Ur fllex Keul of 
Dalztauro UnivErcity is oF the opinion that the'UFG kernel" is 
not aocGsaiPlE to a physical scientific enquiry due to the 
phenomensn's transitory cind non-predictable nature* Maujever, 21st 
century science may have the necessary know-how with which to 
conduct such an enquiry* In the meantime, inveetigaters have 
little alternative hut to study the ’'shell" that surrounds the 
phenomenon l*e* to study the witness him/herself* Otherwise there 
UJill be a further AO years of frustrating stagnation. 

At the present time, there are two main thrusts concerning

ijJith these fundamentally nau guidelines emorging from tha 
EUP/AUP, it is crucial that the investigator must change his/her 
role from one of looking out of the uindoun mith the witness, to 
one of witness councellor* This is particularly relevant ta the 
close encaunter cases uherE the wltneso is not so much ccncernEO 
with crigina and type etc hut uith the meaninq of their exaerience. 
After all, real or imagined, there has to he a reasan for it all! 
For the sEncitlve investigator, this means searching life memories 
for that critical stage mhich oushed the uitnESS ta the edge of 
reality-
